Jan«i;ville and Clinton will co-operate 
in the meetlm; and as the Bowman 
price establishes the figure for tlie 
bulk of other dealers within tlio coun- 
ty, all milk producers aro being In- 
vfted to attend! 
"There Is a 7:5 cents difference bc- 


t\vee.n tlie price paid to 'Inner-belt* 
dairymen and that paid to llock coun- 
ty men," stated H. V. Hcmmfngway, 
secretary of the Hock County Farm 
Bureau.'The compromise price agreed' j 
upon, resulting in the calling off of | 
the strike, was 52.67',i a hundred 
weight, with on eight cent premium 
Tor milk produced within 50 miles of 
Chicago. This price governs all milk 
from Harvard south and in Bristol, 
but the Uowmnn company sot Jancs- 
vlile, Clinton and Brooklyn out in the 
manufacturevccr district, dropping the 
price to $2.60 for standard milk. . 
"We contend the farmers are en- 


titled to Chicago price, and we fear 
that after January there will be an 
attempt to force Wisconsin mill: down 
to 52.30 a hundred." continued Hecro- 
tary licmmlngway. "Brooklyn was 
ready to strike just before the com- 
promise, and both Clinton and .Tanos- 
ville do not want to be placed in a 
zone so that there Is a material dif- 
ference in price.

BUILDING IN THE WINTER TIME 


The Case of Albert Fall. 


The committee on public lands, of which Sen- 


ator Lenroot Is chairman, has been Investigating 
tho Teapot Dome oil lenses in which former Sec- 
retary of the Interior Albert B. Fall, prevlouHly 
a senator from New Mexico, was deeply concern- 
ed. 
There hnvc been no specific clmrses filed 


against Mr. Foil. He resigned before tlio Inves- 
tigation was ordered. What hns come from tho 
investigation is the plain fact that a sudden pros- 
perity followed Mr. Fall after the resignation 
and much of it lias been admitted to have como 
from his connection with tlio men who leased 
tho oil lands of tho government through the aid 
of the secretary, for the several oil companies In- 
volved in the deal. 


There I« a bad smell about the transaction, Mr. 


Fall has made a -poor witness for himself nnd 
has not "come clean" in tho tostimony lie lias 
given. 
Tho secretary had a heavily mortgaged 


ranch in New Mexico, falling Into decay and In 
bad condition as an Investment, so the testimony 
of many witnesses sliow. 
Fine stock was ship 


ped to lilm by express from tho farm of Harry 
Sinclair, tho oil promoter. In Xow Jersey. It was 
not paid for until attention was called to tlio 
oversight when tlio Investigation was about to 
lie made. Mr. Fall testified lie ivas working for 
the Sinclair interests at ?10,000 a year. Then lie 
said. Tin liad received a loan of. ?300,000 from 
Kdward B. McLean, of Washington, and hud 
given no noto for It. Later Mr. McLean inat'e the 
statement' that tlio loan was to have been -nadc 
but Mr. Fall reported that lie "had secured th'o 
money elsewhere," and the check was torn up. 
In the meantime much work lias been done on 
the ranch with some $100.000 which Mr. Fall says 
lie borrowed from Mr. McLean and which Mr. 
McLean says lie did not lend, -while additional- 
acreage has been acquired. Who actually loaned 
the money is not yet revealed. 


The merit of the leases and as to whether tliey 


have been something not altogotlier correct or 
regular Is outside the question now ot'Mr. Fall's 
subsequent prosperity. That is one of tho things 
the Teapot Dome Investigation is to bring out. 
It seems plain that Mr. Fall, be lie never so inno- 
cent, was unaware of tho Inhibition to "avoid the 
very appearance of evil." This is not an Issue of 
partisanship but one of common honesty. 
Mr. 


Fall cannot escape the most severe criticism If lie 
1s Innocent when lie falls to be frank In his tes- 
timony. 
Any other action on Ills part will lead 


the public to Justly believe that lie has something 
to cover up.

dous organization, plants, and equipment permit- 
ted to He idle, or practically Idle, for three or 
four months out of every twelve. 


This means, too, that workers In the building 


trades will not liavc to demand wages such that 
nino Inonths1 employment will enable them to 
live through a period of idleness one-third Hint 
long.

mal demand for labor during the rush season, 
and there will bo less of the paying of bonuses 
and excessive overtime rates that havo added so 
much to building costs.

too ill or weak to give themselves tho 
exercise they need. Some people have 
localized troubles which piovcnt cer- 
tain forms of exercise that other parts 
of the body require, and some are so 
excessively fat that the .strain of do- 
ing exercises with muscles fur from 
normal would bring on all sorts of 
latent troubles. For all of these there 
are various ways of being exercised. 


There is an electric machine, . for 


Instance, which exercises tho muscles 
automatically. 
It Is a chair with a 
broad back and seat, wkh wide arms 
and a sloping rest for the legs and 
foot. It is rather a formidable look- 
Ing chair for it is covered almost en- 
tirely with metal plates, and carries 
ut the side a set of curved plates to 
strap over the abdomen and chest. All 
these are connected with an electric 
switchboard.
